Wasnineton, December 13.—In the 
several petitions were presented for 
crease pension to one armed and one 
soldiers. and relatingto the tax on tobacco.

He wished to make this state- 
mentas emphatically as he could now, and 
whenever the committee should be prepared 
to investigate the matter. Mr. Haleadmitted 
now, as in the debate the other day, that Mr. 
Davis probably bad no knowledge of the levies 
on the whisky men or brewers, and he thought 
that a very good way to dispose of Mr. Beck's 
resolution and the substitute was to refer 
them to the committee on the judiciary.

The 
resoiution and the suvstitute were referred to 
the judiciary committee. On motion of Mr. 
Butler a resolution was adopted instructing 
the secretary of war to inform the senate of 
the progress of the work of improving the 
Charleston harbor, whether the money ap 
propriated last session is noW velRng expended 
there, and at what rate, and what balance will 
probably remain unexpended at the expira- 
tion of the present fiscal year. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE BILL. 

Consideration of Mr. Pendleton’s bill was 
resumed, and Mr. Hawley addressed the 
senate. Something must be done, he said, to 
reform our civil service. The continuance of 
the present system was regarded as impossi- 
ble, not only by the evils developed under it,

but also by the extraordinary growth of the’ 


country, and the consequent increase in the 
number of public offices. Formerly it was 
not unreasonable to expect in every bureau 
of the service that the chief should have a 
personal knowledge of the character and fit- 
ness of his subordinates, but this could not be 
expected now, when a sing.e department and 
ottices like the treasury and New York 
custom house have a greater number of em- 
ployes than the whole government had in its 
early days. The old rule was that the power 
and duty of making removals was vested 
in the president alone, and it 
was better than the one _ that had 
been practiced of late. Washington, Adams, 
Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, John Quincy 
Adams, made but few removals, and all for 
cause. But since their time the idea that 
‘To the victors belong the spoils’? had = con- 
tinually gained strength until it had become 
the rule,and had reduced the mass of civil ser- 
vice of the country toa fearful condition, sub- 
jecting them to asort of degradation which leg- 
islators had no right to impose on their fellow 
etizens. Under this system the employes of 
tue government knew very well that good 
conduct and etliciency would give them at 
iexst Only partial protection, so they were 
compelled constantly to seek to strengthen 
their influences until the word has become a 
; term among them, and they say 
to each other, ‘‘Who is your influence?’ 
“Mv influence is dead,’”’ or ‘‘my influence is 
ue’ ot public life now. I must get some new 
intluence.”’ So not merely when a new pres- 
ident ora new head of a department comes 
in, bat whenevera new bureau chief is ap- 
pevned, there is hurrying and scurrying 
iii Ue whole terrified flock to strengthen 
tucmselves with additional influence. Of 
course the most inefficient man is certain to 
fortify himself with the largest pile of papers, 
and so be most difficult to remove on account 
of his ‘‘influence.’’ Among the results of the 
proposed reform would be greater efficiency 
and increased economy, by a reduction of the 
number of employes and their pay, because 
men will accept lower salaries when their 
tenure depends on their efficiency and good 
conduct alone, and the relief of members of

TURNER TO HANG. 


THE STORY OF A MERIWETHER 
COUNTY TRAGEDY. 

Two Friends in One Crime Subsequently Become 
Enemies and Hold the Tewn in Terror by 
Their Feuds—The Murder of Shuttles by 
Turner—The Trial end Conviction, 


Special to The Constitution. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., December 12—For the past 
nine days the caseof the State vs. Pleasant 
M. Turner, charged with the offense of mur- 
der, has been on trial in the superior court of 
Meriwether county. This afternoon at four’ 


o'clock, afteran absence of only twenty min-¥ 
utes, the jury returned a verdict uncondi-s 


tionally of murder. To-night Turner was‘ 


sentenced tobe hanged on the 9th day of 
February next. 

The facts connected with the crime for 
which the unhappy man is condemned to be 
executed, are as follows: 

For several years prior to 1874, Pleasan! M. 
Turner, and John E. Shuttles, the man whoin 


e afterwards killed, were excellent friends, }

In 1872 Turner was arrested for 
the 


of one Moreland, but through 

instrumentality, mainly of Shutties, 
released, In ls74 they were together when a 
dispute arose which resulted in Turner's fir- 
ing several shots at Shutties, but withoat hit 
ting him. Then marked the beginning of: 
feud which terminated so fatally to Shuttles 
Shuttles was aman noted 
for his nerve. He was’ never known 
to flinch from danger, and al- 
though occasionally vielded to his 
thirst for drink, yet was never regarded as 
quarrelsome. Turner was & man who fre- 
quentiy boasted of his prowess, and when in- 
toxicated was very over bearing. The good 
people of Greenville looked forward with 
constant fear to his periodical sprees. 

APPARENT FRIENDSHIP. 

Occasionally during the years 
ollowed the first rupture, they 
would apparently seitle their differ- 
ences, and shake hands over a temporarily 
buried past. Soon thereafter, sometimes 
Within a few hours, umbrage would be taken 
at some real or fancied insult, and their 
slumbering hates would be aroused to an in- 
tenser pitch than ever. Friends were gener- 
ally near to intervene, but nevertheless, on 
more than one occasion, the sharp re- 
ports of pistols reminded the peo- 
ple of the town that a raging 
enmity still existed between them. Turoer 
wes a farmer and lived four or five miles from 
Greenville. Shuttles kept a bar room in the 
village. Onthe morning of June 6th, Isat, 
Turner came totown, went into the 
store of Mr. Frank Banning 
and asked him if he had any more cf those 
eventeen dollar shot-guns sell; chat he 
had atwenty dollar note to pay forone. Mr 
Banning replied that he bad none. Turner 

. in the store and in a short time 
Shuttles stepped upon the sidewaik in front 
and looked in. Turner remarked,*’There is the 
d—d Hie h: me to kill 
' towards whee 

Banning intercepted him 
pistol in caught 
hold of Turner and lead him to bis back door 
and put him out. On the way Turner asked 
him to loan him the pistol which Banning re- 
fnsed todo. Turner went inio the back door 
of Winslow's store near by crying. 
SHUTTLES WANTS TO KILL ME, 
asked what was the 

“Shutties wants to 
and turning around saw 
Shuttles coming and exclaimed: ‘‘There 
he is now.” Shuttles. somewhat under tie 
influence of liquor, came up to the rear door 
with a pistol, 1n company with «# negro boy, 
who was begging him togo home to dinner, 
but without avail. Turner went out another 
door and walked across the street. Not long 
afterwards Turner was sitting in front of 
Baldwin's store on the opposide side 
of the square when Shuttles came 
up and said: ‘*You have made a d——d fool 
of yourself.’” Turner replied: **What more 
can Ido, Mr. Shuttles than I have already 
done. I have been running from you all 
day. I could have killed you several times 
and had the law on my side.’’ Shuttles an- 
swered: ‘‘You must be a d——d fool, Shut 
up vou knife and go with me downto my 
store and lets talk the matter over.’ 

Turner handed him his knife saying, “‘You 
shutitup. lwont go with you down there. You 
just want to get me into your house to kill 
me.’ Finally furner agreed to go with him 
provided he wouid give his pistol to Baldwin 


which he did and bota walked off a 
apparent!y friendly. Several times they Met 
during the day, at Limes 
amicable, at other times hostile, 

During the afternoon Shuttles returned to 
Baldwin's and yot his pistol, Turner started 
olf home but returned. Shuttles started out 
riding in an opposite direction but fell outof 
the buggy and soon returned. Later on Tur- 
ner was standing by the counter in Hart 
Iireeman’s grocery. Shuttles walked along 
the sidewalk towards the grocery with his 
hands hanging by his side and 
head thrown forward with his 
eyes cast to the ground but 
a few feetin tront. He entered the grocery 
acd walked towards the rear end, and when 
about the center of the room Turner,who was 
then behind him, raised his pistol with both 
hands and senta bullet through his body. He 
fell senseless to the floor and died in ashort 
while. Turner rushed out excitedly, ex- 
Claiming: ‘‘My God, I can’t stand every- 
thing. J did it to save my own life.’’ 

THE ARREST. 

He was immediately arrested and placed 
in jail. For greater security he was taken to 
Atlanta, but in a few months sent to Newnan 
jail. Confinement told on him rapidly and 
finally on the uthilavit of several physicians 
that he could live but a short time he gave 
bailin the sum of $000. His case was con- 
tinued from term to term. A special term to 
try the case was called last May but no trial 
was _ had. Another special term was 
called for December 4th, of this present 
month. H. M. Reid, solicitor general, J. W. 
Park, T. A. Atkinson and B. I’. MecLauzhlin 
appeared for the prosecution. A. H. Cox, of 
Atlanta, W. A. Turner, of Newnan, A. H. 
Freem:n and H. W. Hill appeared forthe de- 
fendant. The array of counsel on both sides 
proved themselves to be of unusual ability 
in the nine days’ contest which followed. 
Hon. 8. W. Harris, judge of the Coweta cir- 
cuit, gave convincing evidences that he was 
a learned lawyer and an able judze. 

The court room was crowded to hear the 
doomed man sentenced. He was told to 
stand up and asked if he had anything to say 
why sentenceof death should not be pro 
nounced upon him. With considerable 
emotion he replied: ‘I have but a word to 
say and I say it in the presence of this people 
that the great prejudice existing against me 
has caused the truth to be suppressed. Thank

SEVENTY YEARS AGO. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OCTOGE- 
NARIAN, 


The Honest Man the Man of Stamp—Our Grandfath- 
ers’ Schoo] Books- Newspapers a Rarity and 
Churches at Long D stance—Thke Ladies 
and tke Preachers Discussed, Etc. 


From the Montezuma, Ga., Weekly. 

Mr. Epitor: I thought I would give youa 
sketch of the times seventy years ago when I 
was only seven yearsold. I havea distinct 
recollection of the war of 1812 to 1815, called 
Jackson’s war. About that time people 
were in their simplicity and purity, there 
was no great difference between the poor and 
the rich. Ifa man was honest he stood high 
in society. Our school facilities was poor, 
in small log houses, often with the bark on 
them; it was as good as the country could 
do. Books were scarce. The Dilworth was 
the spelling book in that day, (quite imper- 
fect), and there were scarcely any read- 
ing books but the New Testament; 
no newspapers to be had short 
of Columbia or Augusta. I then lived in 
South Carolina, between the two. Our means 
for going to church was limited. I bad nev- 
er seen a buggy, there was none in use in that 
day, they had something they called a gig 
for the old folks toridein, the young folks 
had togoas best they could. Sometimes 
they would walk four or five miles to church 
eight or ten in acrowd. The great difficulty 
was the wear of shoes, asthey were very cost- 
ly, and hard to get. They would bavea pair of 
home made shoes, before they would get to 
church at some convenient place, they would 
leave their old shoes and puton their fine ones 
and goto the house (this was the young ladies. ) 
It etten happened we would takea sister or 
some one else’s sister behind us on horseback 
and go sometimes in a fast rack, trot or gal- 
lop until we reached the church. We woud 
ride to the horse block and the ladies wouid 
dismount. 

LISTENING

emn prayer, announce his _ text 
then preach the best he could. He 
would invariably dwell on the new birth and 
tell them they must be born again. He did 
not hinder time looking over the notes of his 
sermon, for he often couldn’t write his name.

The murderers 
seized the remaining wanderer, and, after 
crushing his skull by repeated blows, shot 
him in vital parts and robbed him of bis 
money. 

Zo cover up their bloody deed the murder- 
ers Carried the body in a nude and mangled 
conditfen and placed it on the railroad track 
near by in hopes that the train would pass 
over and crusn it beyon d recognition, but by 
some meavs, perhaps in the Just agonies of 
death, the body was thrown from the track 
and thus escaped the awful fate prepared for 
it. Suspicion of this most desperate tragedy 
fell upon the marshal of Courtland, whose 
billet was found on the spot where the mur- 
der occurred.
